3 THE JOKE OF ROBERT WILKINS. I

R OBERT WILKrXS was born with a 
penchant, if you know what that 
is, for practical jokes. His career 
Irom the moment when his delighted 
parents had learned of his sex (they 
had expected a girl), was a series of 
jolces. He is not, therefore, tobe judged 
harshly. He is not to blame. Some re- 
mote and accursed ancestor, who, per- 
haps, pursued practical jokery as a 
fad, must be accountable. 

Let it be distinctly understood that 
1 pen these words in a charitable spir- 
it. No one, unless it be his mother, 
can love Robert Wilkins more fervent- 
ly that 1 love him. From the sandy 
curls which crown his round little 
head to the callouses upon his feet, 
he inspires the best affection of my 
nature. I admit that I am sorry for 
him. I tremble Tor him. At intervals 
1 pray for him. I forgive him every- 
thing. But T cannot forget. 

I have been looking over a journal 
upon which I tested my strength of 
character during the greater portion 
of the 12 months which closed the 
nineteenth century, and I am much im- 
pressed by the frequency with which 
references occur therein to Robert 
Wilkins. It appears that Robert Wil- 
kins was very’ active during that pe- 
riod, more so. in truth, than he is at 
present. He is older now, and he is 
slowly learning certain things that 
are good for him to know. 

A peculiar feature of these refer- 
ences to Robert Wilkins in my journal 
is their apparent foreigness — if I may 
be permitted to use the word — to Rob- 
ert Wilkins.

When 
1 returned I merely gave the tree a 
cursory glance, and muttered a sen- 
timent appropriate to the memory of 
an absent liar. I thought no more of 
it. 1 went not near it. I do not per- 
mit. wrongs to rankle in my breast. 
But on the day when we bad been 
getting together our exhibits for the 
fair, my wife addressed me on tlie 
subject of apples. She stated, with a 
line semblance of concern for my wel- 
fare. that neighbor Johnson had been 
boasting of his ability to surpass any 
oilier raiser of apples in the county, 
the fruit to be the proof; that not 
only had he taken first premium on 
bellflowers last year and the year be- 
fore, but be was going to take it 
again this year. ‘And.* concluded she, 
looking quite fierce, ‘he said that folks 
who had the same kind of ground he 
had, and the same conditions (John- 
son’s orchard and mine are separated 
by only a thin board fence), and 
couldn’t raise as good apples as he 
raises, were pretty poor sticks of 
fruit-growers.’ I will not deny that 
1 was vexed. It is not in human na- 
ture to enjoy that sort, of thing. And 
I agreed readily when the dear wo- 
man suggested that we go down to 
the orchard and see what we could 
find. We returned in the gloaming an 
hour later, filled with elation. In the 
long grass beneath the maligned bell- 
flower tree we found four of the most 
lieautiful apples it had ever been our 
pleasure to look upon. They were 
magnificent. We proudly took them 
to the fair. The judges awarded them 
the first premium. Our sleep will be 
very sweet to-night.” 

The events of the two days succeed- 
ing this pleasing reeord do not ap- 
pear in the journal. As 1 remember 
it, my mind during those two days 
was taken up completely by thoughts 
of other things. The prophecy with 
which the record closes was not ful- 
filled. I am not a good prophet. I 
never was. I cannot even forecast 
with any degree o i accuracy the sort 



of weather betokened by a red sun- 
set streaked with green. 

Our sleep was not very sweet that 
night. My wife h"xd been over to 
Johnson’s for a char while I had been 
writing my journal, and when she re- 
turned the whitewinged dove of peace 
went hence. There were tears in the 
blessed woman’s ej'es and her lower 
lip trembled.

'same.” 

I laughed somewhat hollowly. I 
did not mean to laugh hollowly, but 
I eouhl not help it. From the moment 
when we bad found those bellflowers 
beneath that unfortunate tree I had 
not been easy in my mind. My eon- 
science had not been affected, but my 
intellect had evinced a mild tendency 
to nausea. The tree had never justi- 
fied the confidence we so suddenly re- 
posed in it. We had not seen the ap- 
ples upon the branches. But we had 
not looked for them. The tree was 
not in plain sight froqi the beaten 
path. 

I looked at my wife and she looked 
at me and we were silent for a long 
time. At length I spoke. 

“My dear,” said I, “you led me 
straight to the spot where those ap- 
ples were. How did you happen to do 
so?” 

“I knew they were there.” she re- 
plied frankly, “although I thought 
they were upon the tree. Robbie 
told me.” 

“Ah-h-h!” I exclaimed. 

I am not certain that my tone was 
of the curdling sort, but I am certain 
that for an instant I went sour. There 
came over me in that instant a glare 
of light, making all things plain. Rob- 
ert Wilkins had been up to liis jokes 
again. His humorous instinct had 
led him to despoil the bellflower tree 
of the boaster Johnson that the 
cravings for first premiums in our 
meek and lowly hearts might be ap- 
peased. He had, to use an idiom of 
the mining country, salted our poor, 
old, barren bellflower tree, and vic- 
timized not only his father and his 
mother, but the whole of Rasher 
county. 

It is fortunate that Robert Wilkins 
was not within reach of my arm as 
this revelation poured in upon me — 
fortunate for Robert Wilkins and for 
us. I very much fear that, had such 
been the ease, punishment of the sort 
from which cometh red spots and 
smarting would have been meted cut 
to him with the liberality which ever 
betokens an absence of deliberation. 
And my wife, as each blow fell, would 
have shuddered, and I would have 
seen again the vision of a tiny white 
faced ehild lying upon a bed with 
the lights and shadows of the other 
world playing over his wasted little 
frame. Robert Wilkins will never 
know — not, at least, until he has chil- 
dren of his own — how many times 
that vision has come between him 
and unthinking vengeance.

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Gen. Botha Requests the Boers to 
Keep on Fighting.

Lord Kitchener Accepts the Offer of 
Five Canadian Nurses and Asks 
For Scouts to Be Sent with 
the Contingent. 

Johannesburg, Jan. 4. — Gen. Botha 
has sent a note to all Boer commandoes 
requesting them to keep on fighting, 
for the British parliament is to be 
asked for another war vote, which will 
induce the British nation to demand 
that the war in South Africa be 
stopped. 

Pretoria, Jan. 4. — Gen. Dewet has 
ordered the Boer commandants to re- 
tard the work of extending the British 
block houses at any cost. Further 
fighting may consequently be expect- 
. ed. 

Gen. Bruce Hamilton has captured 
another Boer laager, and 22 prisoners 
on the Swaziland border. 

Ottawa, Ont., Jan. 4. — Lord Kitche- 
ner cabled the governor general of 
Canada accepting the offer of five Ca- 
nadian nurses for South Africa. Lord 
Kitchener asked also that some scouts 
be sent along with the contingent 
which is now being organized. 

London, Jan. 4. — Lord Roberts has 
issued an official contradiction of the 
stories circulated on the co~tinent of 
the violation of Boer women by the 
British troops in South Africa, and the 
employment of Boer female refugees 
for immoral purposes. 

Paris, Jan, 4. — The Courier du Soir 
publishes another report Friday even- 
ing to the effect that the United States 
is preparing the way for intervention 
by the powers in South Africa. 

WORLD’S SHIP BUILDING. 

Total Number Built During 1900 Was 

319 Sailing and 966 Steam Vessels. 

Washington, Jan. 4. — The state de- 
partment has received from Consul 
MoDoghan, at Chemnitz, under date of 
November 27, a report on the world’s 
ship-building for 1900. The total num- 
ber of vessels of 100 registered tons 
and over built during that year, ac- 
cording to German returns, was 319 
sailing and 966 steam vessels, with a 
total tonnage of 2,268,938. England and 
her colonies head the list of ship- 
building countries at the close of 1900, 
with 698 ships, and the United States 
ranks next with 197, and then follow 
Germany with 90, France with 65, 
and Italy with 37. 

FRIGHTFUL SUICIDE. 

A Bohemian Man Blew Himself to 
Pieces With Dynamite. 

Morris, 111., Jan. 4. — There was a 
frightful suicide at Coal City, ten 
miles southeast of this city. Joseph 
H. Bovine, a leaaer among the Bohe- 
mians in the coal fields, had trouble 
with his wife in the morning. He 
brooded over the matter till afternoon 
when he went to the village and se- 
cured a stick of dynamite. On his re- 
turn he went back of his barn and, 
lying on his back, placed the dynamite 
beneath his vest. With his hands he 
struck the cap and exploded the dyn- 
amite. The explosion tore a great hole 
in the earth and blew the man’s body 
into countless pieces. 

DIED A REAR ADMIRAL. 

Capt. Richard P. Leary Appointed a 
Day Before Hit Death. 

Boston, Jan. 4. — Information from 
Washington shows that Capt. Rich- 
ard P. Leary, U. S. N., who died at 
Chelsea recently, died a rear admiral, 
without being conscious of the fact. 
It was a promotion which he had look- 
ed for, and it is said to have been the 
one thing which troubled him in his 
last moments. The appointment was 
made the day before he died, but P 
was only when his brother-in-law. Dr. 
Fairfax Irwin, returned from his fun- 
eral at Annapolis to Chelsea, that the 
appointment was found. 

NEW BATTLESHIP MAINE. 

She Will Likely Be Placed In Commis 
sion By February 15, 1903. 

Washington, Jan. 4/ — The new bat- 
tleship Maine is 78 per cent, complet- 
ed, according to the report received at 
the navy department. This is such a 
rapid advance on the new ship that 
naval officials are satisfied she can be 
placed in commission by February 15, 
3903, which is the fifth anniversary of 
the sinking of the former battleship 
Maine in Havana harbor. 

To Invite Roosevelt to Cnicago. 

Chicago. Jan. 4. — President Roose- 
velt will' be invited to visit this city 
as the guest of the three leading re- 
publican clubs of Chicago. This was 
agreed upon when representative* of 
the Marquette, Hamilton and Lincoln 
clubs gathered !h the banquet room 
of the latter and took concerted action. 

Elevated Railway for Philadelphia. 

New York. Jan. 4. — Plans for a pro- 
posed elevated railway for Philadel- 
phia have been practically completed. 
It is reported that J. Pierpont Morgan 
will finance the Philadelphia com- 
pany. Electricity will be the motive 
fower of the road. . 

Sampson and Long Not Related. 

Washington, Jan. 4. — Secretary 
Long has answered a question asked 
him by J. W. Flickinger, of Clyde, O., 
by denying a report that he and Samp- 
son are brothers-in-law. Their nearest 
ancestors, he adds, are Adam and Fve. 



SECRETARY SHAW. 

The New Head of the Treasury at 
the National Capital. 

Washington, Jan. 4. — Gov. Leslie M. 
Shaw, of k>wa, who is to succeed Hon. 
Lyman J. Gage as secretary of the 
treasury, arrived in Washington Fri- 
day night. He is staying at the Ar- 
lington hotel, and had been there but 
a short time when, in response to a 
message from the white house, he 
walked to the president’s home and 
•emained with him until after 9 o’clock, 
letter he called on Speaker Hender- 
son. He had a more extended con- 
ference with the president Saturday. 
Gov. Shaw accorded a hearty greeting 
to the group of newspaper men who 
were waiting him in the hotel lobby 
after his return from the w’hite house. 
He was non-communicative, however, 
when asked leading questions about 
matters of financial policy. 

Saturday he conferred with Secre- 
tary Gage as to the latter’s wishes in 
surrendering the secretaryship of the 
treasury. The governor said he would 
be ready to assume the office by the 
22d or 23d of January, but he would 
suit the date largely to Mr. Gage’s 
wishes in the matter. 

“My experience has been that when 
a man has decided to quit an office,*' 
said the governor, “he is jealous of 
the hours he has to stay. I can come 
any time, but will leave the date to the 
present secretary. President' Roose- 
velt has left the arrangements for the 
change practically to Mr. Gage.” 

The governor will remain here for 
several days. 

THE PRESIDENT’S DAUGHTER. 

Miss Alice Rocsevelt Formally Pre- 
sented to Washington Society. 

Washington, Jan. 4. — Miss Alice 
Roosevelt, the eldest daughter of Pres- 
ident and Mrs. Roosevelt, was form- 
ally presented to Washington society 
at a ball given in her honor at the 
white house. About 500 guests in all 
were present, many of whom either 
were cousins of the Roosevelts or well- 
known society people living outside 
of Washington. Miss Roosevelt is the 
first white house debutajite since 1873, 
when Miss Nellie Grant, the daughter 
of President Grant, was presented to 
society at a ball which was the gayest 
social event of the decade. This en- 
tertainment was given a personal rath- 
er than an official character by Mrs. 
Roosevelt, whose wish was that Miss 
Roosevelt should make her debut 
much as though it had taken place in 
her ow-n private home rather than in 
the white house. There was no cotil- 
lion and consequently no favors. 

When the ball was opened the in- 
terior of the white house was most at- 
tractive; never before have the floral 
decorations been more beautiful. 

Miss Roosevelt was the recipient of 
many floral pieces of beautiful design, 
sent to her in honor of her “coming 
out” day. 

The president enjoyed the occasion 
heartily, and mingled freely among the 
young folks. 

DOUBLE RAILWAY WRECK. 

Three Trains Piled Up In Wreckage 
Near Johnstown, Pa. 

Johnstown, Pa., Jan. 4. — Three 
trains were piled up in a wreck just 
west of “S. Q.” tower on the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad, about seven miles west 
of this city. One man was killed and 
four badly injured, several others sus- 
taining slight injuries. The killed and 
injured were railroaders. 

There were two wrecks. The first 
was caused by train No. 14, an east- 
bound mail and express train that car- 
ries through passengers from Pitts- 
burg to New York, running into a side 
track on which was standing an east- 
bound freight train. The wreckage 
was piled up high over the tracks and 
before flagmen could be sent out. 
Train 1, one of the fastest westbound 
freights on the Pittsburg division, ran 
into the wreckage and much of the de- 
bris was tumbled down into the Cone- 
maugh river. 

It was at first arranged to bring the 
injured men to the Cambria hospital 
In this city Saturday morning, but they 
were taken to a Pittsburg institution. 

TURKISH TROOPS MUT/NY. 

The Commandant of the Garrison and 

Governor of the Province Flogged. 

London, Jan. 4. — The correspondent 
3f the Daifcr Mail at Cairo says in a 
dispatch that several hundred half 
3tarved Turkish troops mutinied at 
Bayrout, Syria, last Sunday, and de- 
manded their arrears of pay. They 
attacked the governor of the province 
and the commandant of the garrison 
and flogged them. The mutineers also 
repulsed the cavalry sent to rescue 
the officials. 

Distribution of Fish and Fish Eggs. 

Washington, Jan. 4. — An increase of 
over 9,000,000 in the fish and fish eggs 
iistributed by the government through- 
out the country, and a marked decline 
In lobster fishing are show n in the an- 
nual report of United States Commis- 
sioner of Fisheries Bowsers for the last 
fiscal year. 

Denied Any Attempt at Suicide. 

New York, Jan. 4. — John Pinovar, of 
Middletown, N. Y., arrested on the 
charge of having attempted suicide in 
jumping from the Brooklyn bridge re- 
cently, was discharged from custody. 
He denied any attempt at suicide, but 
left his motive unexplained. 

Boy Murderer Sentenced. 

Winfield, Kan., Jan. 4.— Clyde Moore, 
the 17-year-old boy convicted of mur- 
fier in the second degree for killing C 
L. Wiltbergar, a farmer, near here 
last April, for his money, was sen- 
tenced to 20 years in the penitentiary, 



WENTTO THE BOTTOM 



Steamer Walla Walla Sank and 
Many Lives Lost. 



The Number of Lost on the Unfor- 
tunate Steamship Is Placed at 
42— One Life Raft Is Still 
Unaccounted For. 

San Francisco, Jan. 4. — The collision 
at sea early Thursday morning be- 
tween the steamship Walla Walla and 
an unknown sailing vessel resulted in 
the sinking of the steamer and the 
probable loss of at leust 20 lives. The 
Walla Walla, owned by thi* Pacific 
Coast Steamship Co., sailed from San 
Francisco January 1 for Puget Sound 
ports. She carried 36 first-class pas- 
sengers. 28 second-class and a crew 
of 80 men. When off Cape Mendonico 
on the California coast at 4:10 Thurs- 
day morning an iron bark, believed to 
be French, loomed up in the haze and 
crashed into the Walla Walla's bow. 
Then the sailing vessel slid off into 
the darkness and was seen no more. 
All the passengers and crew of the 
Walla Walla, except the few on watch, 
were asleep, but were aroused by the 
collision. Steerage quarters were In 
the bow and it is believed that some 
steerage passengers and crew were 
crushed to death. A big hole was 
made in the steamer’s bow. She sank 
in 35 minutes. The officers and crew 
maintained strict discipline and boats 
and life rafts were lowered. All who 
were not killed in the collision got off 
except Capt. Hall, who went down 
with his ship. He was picked up later 
by one of the boats, uninjured, with 
the exception of a few bruises. 

There was a choppy sea running and 
the small boats could not make a land- 
ing on the shore, a few miles distant. 
They drifted about all day and finally 
65 people were picked up by the steam- 
er Dispatch, which took them to Eu- 
reka. Another boat under command 
of Engineer Brown and containing 13 
persons attempted to land at Trinidad 
and was swamped. John Wilkinson, 
quartermaster; William Martel, fire 
man; L. Drube, passenger, and three 
unknown men were drowned. Those 
in the boat who were saved were En- 
gineer Brown, Fireman John McClel- 
lan, Coal Passer Wm. Shinn, Sailor 
O’Lear, Chief Cook Marshall and pas- 
sengers Wm. B. Smith and William 
Moorehouse. 

When the Dispatch reached Eure- 
ka Friday morning with the survivors 
tugs were immediately sent out for 
missing boats. The tug Ranger pick- 
ed up one containing 11 passengers and 
three of the crew. 

The Walla Walla was valued at 
about $250,000. She was formerly 
used as a collier, and about tep years 
ago was converted into a passenger 
vessel at a cost of $175,000. The ves- 
sel was insured for about $200,000. 

San Francisco. Jan. 6. — The French 
bark Max, which collided with the 
steamship Walla Walla early Thurs- 
day morning, was towed to this city 
in a badly disabled condition. The 
Max’s bowsprit was carried away and 
her bow was stove in both above and 
below the water line. Her water-tight 
compartments alone were keeping her 
afloat. Ninety-two survivors of the 
Walla Walla arrived here Sunday frorr. 
Eureka on the steamer Pomona. There 
is still some discrepancy in the list of 
dead and missing. The number ranges 
from 37 to 47. This discrepancy is 
due to the fact that several passengers 
boarded the vessel just as she was 
leaving port. Others who were trav- 
eling second-class gave assumed 
names in order to hide their identity. 
By striking out what reports duplicate 
the number of lost stands at 42, class- 
ed as follows: Known dead, 9; miss- 

ing, passengers, 13; crew, 20. One life 
raft is unaccounted for and it is fear- 
ed all the missing are lost. 

Rev. Henry Frickson lost his wife 
and three children. 

VENEZUELAN REVOLUTION. 

A Bomb Exploded at the Residence of 

the Minister of Finance. 

Willemstad, Curacao, Jan. 6. — (Via 
Haytien Cable.)— A report has reached 
here that Saturday evening a bomb 
was exploded at the residence at Car- 
acas. of the Venezuelan minister of 
finance, Tello Mendoza. The explo- 
sion wrecked a considerable portion of 
the house, but no one was injured. The 
attempt has caused considerable ex- 
citement in Caracas. 

Gen. Juan Pietri (who has been ac- 
tive in the present revolution against 
President Castro), and who was arrest- 
ed Friday at Antimano, was Saturday 
paraded as a prisoner on the plaza de 
Bolivar at Caracas. Gen. Pietri is still 
hostile to Gen. Castro and he is also 
opposed to Gen. Matos. 

Almost all the Venezuelan revolu- 
tionists who have lately been here 
have left this island to join insurgent 
bodies in Venezuela. Gen. Riera (who 
left here last Thursday to join insur- 
gent forces on the Venezuelan coast 
near Vela de Coro and who unexpect- 
edly returned two days later) is still 
here. 

The Chicago Crew Won. 

Villefranche, Jan. 4. — The rowing 
match between the gigs of the United 
States cruiser Chicago, and the United 
States gunboat Nashville, for a prize 
of £1,600, distance three miles, was 
won by the Chicago crew by three 
lengths. 

Cholera in Java. 

Tacoma, Wash., Jan. 4. — Col. E. F. 
Hand, a New York mining engineer, 
who returned from Java, says that 
cholera Is sweeping away thousands. 
There were 7.000 deaths in the city 
of Sourabaga alone during November. 



A PRO-BOER MEETING. 

Four Thousand People Assembled in 
the Gray’s Armory, Cleveland. 

Cleveland, O., Jan. 6. — Four thou- 
sand people attended a pro-Boer meet- 
ing in the Gray’s armory Sunday aft- 
ernoon. There was enthusiastic re- 
ceptions and encouragement for the 
struggling Boers. When the commit- 
tee in charge of the meeting learned 
that Hon. Wm. J. Bryan was in the 
city an invitation was sent to him 
and the mayor to attend and address 
the gathering. Both gentlemen ac- 
cepted and when, towards the close of 
their speeches, Mr. Bryan and Mr. 
Johnson entered the hall the whole 
audience rose en masse and repeat 
edly shouted the names of “Bryan” 
and “Johnson” and greeted them with 
hurrahs and hand-clapping. 

The tri-color of the Boer republics 
was a prominent feature of the ar- 
mory’s decorations and little stream- 
ers were tied in the buttonholes of 
many of the men. Upon the stage 
were seven native Boers who had been 
in some of the early conflicts of their 
countrymen against the English forces. 
They were driven from the country 
and are now residing in this city. 

The meeting continued for four 
hours, the principal address being by 
Hon. John J. Lentz. Rev. August 
Franz, a local Reformed Lutheran cler- 
gyman. also spoke. 

A resolution of great length was 
passed and will be sent to the presi- 
dent of the United States. The reso- 
lution calls the attention of the presi- 
dent to the continuance of the war for 
the past two years and states that it 
has been characterized, on the part of 
the British, as a conflict of savagery 
by the confiscation or destruction of 
property of inhabitants and non-com- 
batants lying within the zone of war. 

HIGH PRICE OF FEEDSTUFFS. 

Horses and Milch Cows Killed to Pre- 
vent Death By Starvation. 

San Antonio, Tex., Jan. 6. — On ac- 
count of the almost total failure of 
grass and the high price of feedstuffs 
in this section, over 100 head of horses 
and milch cows have been killed in 
San Antonio during the past 60 days 
to prevent them from dying from star- 
vation, their owners, who are of the 
poorer classes, being unable to buy 
feed for the animals. There has been 
a drought in this section for 12 months 
or more and there is no present pros- 
pect for an improvement. 

THE BRITISH COLONIES. 

The United States Is Rapidly Increas- 
ing Her Trade With Them. 

London, Jan. 6. — Statistics just is- 
sued, showing that of the total trade 
with her colonies. Great Britain only 
possesses 42 per cent, whilst the Unit- 
ed States has 12 per cent., and that the 
latter is rapidly increasing her trade, 
not only with Canada, but with Aus- 
tralia, causes some disquietude. The 
Standard, in an editorial, expresses its 
disappointment in this regard and in- 
sists upon the necessity of the coun 
try bestirring itself. 

HEAD-ON COLLISION. 

Three Trainmen Killed and a Number 
of Freight Cars Destroyed. 

Atlanta, Ga., Jan. 6. — As the result 
of a head on collision between two 
freight trains of the Southern railway 
early Sunday morning near Rex. Ga., 
14 miles from this place, three train- 
men were killed and a number of 
freight cars destroyed by fire. The 
two trains met on a sharp curve, the 
derailed cars catching fire. The col- 
lision. it is said, was caused by a dis- 
regarding of signals by the crew of 
one of the two trains. 

PALO ALTA STOCK FARM. 

All the Horses There Will Be Put on 
the Market. 

Palo Alto, Cal., Jan. 6. — Orders have 
been issued to sell all the horses on 
the Palo Alto stock farm. Only ten of 
the most famous brood mares will be 
retained, Mary Osborn, Beautiful 
Bells, Monetti Maxena, Wild Flower, 
Manganata, Rendan, Esther, Lady El- 
len and Elaine. The stock farm, which 
was setablished in 1877, holds the 
world’s trotting record in 1892, and 
has produced many of the world’s 
most famous race horses. Two hun- 
dred and fifty head will be put on the 
market. 

Dead at the Age of 83 Years. 

Frederick, Md„ Jan. 6. — Outerbridge 
Horsey, at one time prominent in dem- 
ocratic politics in this state, died at his 
home near Petersville, aged 83 years. 
He was formerly a member of the 
democratic national committee from 
Maryland, being succeeded by former 
Senator A. P. Gorman. 

A New Light. 

New York, Jan. 6. — It is announced, 
according to the Herald, that Peter 
Cooper Hewitt, the grandson of the 
philanthropist and millionaire, has in- 
vented a new light which in some ways 
revolutionizes illuminating methods. 

Will Get His Shield. 

New York, Jan. 6. — After service 
with the rough riders in Cuba and 
later as first lieutenant of the army 
in the Philippines, Philip K. Sweet, 
t detective of the New York police 
lepartment, has returned to join the 
force.

Philadelphia, Jan. 6. — The United 
States monitor Terror left the League 
Island navy yard Sunday in tow of 
the government tug Samosei, for An- 
napolis.

The advocates of peace at Manila 
deprecate the stern measures employ- 
?d by Gen. Bell. In reply Gen. Bell 
gays the peace advocates have had 
mmerous opportunities to use their 
Influence, as they have been given 
passes through the American lines al- 
most for the asking, and that it has 
been afterwards proved that they often 
inly went through the lines for the 
purpose of assisting the insurrection. 
Gen. Bell says that the best peace 
method now is a rigorous warfare un- 
til the insurrection is completely sub- 
dued. 

The arrest of members of the weal- 
thy Lopez family and the confiscation 
of their steamers and rice, as well as 
tne arrest of three members of the re- 
ligious corporations, who were known 
to be instigators of the insurrection, 
has had an excellent effect upon the 
natives. 

Conditions in the Island of Samar 
are unsettled owing to the difficulty of 
finding the insurgents. Capt. Schoef- 
fel, of the 9th infantry, who was 
wounded in a severe hand-to-hand 
fight last month at Dapdap, Samar is- 
land, between 18 men of Company E, 
of his regiment, and a large force of 
bolomen, has practically recovered 
irom the effects of his wound. In an 
official report of the encounter in w’hich 
Capt. Schoeffel was hurt, it is said 
that Schoeffel killed three men before 
he received his wound, and that the 
remainder of the detachment of the 18 
men were saved by his personal cour- 
age and daring. 

FOUGHT UNDER BRITISH FLAG. 

Two Americans Arrive at Halifax, N. 

S., From South Africa. 

Halifax. N. S., Jan. 6. — The British 
troopship Manhattan arrived Sunday 
afternoon from Cape Town December 
8. via St. Vincent, December 24. On 
board of the trooper were two Ameri- 
cans who fought under the British flag 
in South Africa. T. Ryan served two 
years with the Duke of Edinburgh’s 
Colonian corps. He took part in eight 
engagements, the most important of 
which was the relief of Kimberley. 
His home is in Arizona and he is go’ng 
to New Orleans. Harry Walsh hails 
from Cincinnati, O. He served 15 
months in Brabant’s horse. He is go- 
ing to New York. The Manhattan will 
take part of the Canadian mounted ri- 
fles to South Africa. 

INTENDED FOR HER HUSBAND. 

Mrs. Mary L. Wallace Shot and Wound- 
ed By Farmer Carl Fisher. 

Kansaa City, Mo.. Jan. 6. — Near 
Shawnee, Kan., a village ten miles 
west of here, Carl Fisher, a farmer, 
shot, and probably fatally wounded 
Mrs. Mary L. Wallace in the presence 
of her husband, J. H. Wallace, and 
their two small children. The Wal- 
laces were traveling overland in a 
covered wagon from Rich Hill to Cus- 
ter county. Nebraska. They had 
camped near Fisher’s farm and he ac- 
cused them of stealing corn from his 
cribs. The shot that struck Mrs. Wal- 
lace was intended for her husband. 
Fisher escaped but was arrested. 

Mormons Proselyting in Germany. 

Berlin, Jan. 6. — The German Mor- 
mon conference has assembled here 
under the leadership of Hugh J. Can- 
non, son of the late George Q. Can- 
non. One hundred and tewenty-fivo 
Mormon missionaries are now working 
in Germany and have secured 2,000 fol- 
lowers. 

Swedish Captain Drowns. 

Antwerp. Jan. 6. — A Swedish cap- 
tain named Rossander has been miss- 
ing since New Year’s eve when he left 
a dinner party in a cab to return to 
his ship. The retreating tide has now 
revealed the cab in the river with the 
horse dead and the drowned body of 
Capt. Rossander inside the vehicle. 

Veteran Actor Dead. 

Baltimore, Jan. 6. — Jos. B. Polk, a 
veteran actor, died here from a stroke 
of apoplexy. Mr. Polk made his debut 
34 years ago under the management 
of the iate John T. Ford, of this city. 
His first hit was made with Augustin 
Daly at Wallack’s theater, in New 
York. He retired from the stage four 
years ago. 

“Young” Corbett Challenged. 

Denver, Col., Jan. 6.— “Young” Cor- 
bett. the feather-weight champion, 
who is now in Denver, has received a 
challenge from Eddie Cook, at one 
time manager of Jim Jeffries, for a 
match with George Welty, the Austra- 
lian bantam. 

Scotr. Grays Ambushed. 
Pretoria, Jan. 6.— The Boers am- 
bushed a party of the Scots Grays last 
Saturday near Bronkhorstspruit (about 
40 miles east of Pretoria on the rail- 
road.) The British casualties were 
3it men killed and ten wounded. 



M’KINLEY MEMORIAL ARCH. 

A Bill to Be Introduced in Congress 
Providing For Its Erection. 

Washington, Jan. 6. — The William 
McKinley Memorial Arch association 
has drafted the following bill, which 
will be introduced in congress and 
supported by a petition signed by the 
members of the association and also 
the members of the McKinley National 
Memorial association, formed to erect 
a monument in Canton, which the arch 
association yielded the field of popu- 
lar subscription: 

"Be it enacted* etc.: That the chair 
man of the joint committee on the li- 
brary. the secretary of state and the 
secretary of war be, and are hereby 
created a commission to select a site 
and secure plans and designs for a me- 
morial arch in honor of William Mc- 
Kinley, kite president of the United 
States. 

"Section 2. That said committee is 
authorized to select any unoccupied 
land belonging to the United States, 
In the District of Columbia, except the 
grounds of the capitol and the library 
of congress, on which to erect the said 
memorial arch. 

"Sec. 3. That said commission is 
authorized and requested to obtain, by 
any form - of competition which may 
seem advisable, plans, specifications 
and models for said memorial provid- 
ed tor in section one, and may pay for 
the same to competing artists not ex- 
ceeding $25,000, which sum is hereby 
appropriated out of any money in the 
treasury not otherwise appropriated. 
The said commission may select any 
of the plans, specifications or models 
that it may prefer or any part of them. 

“Sec. 4. That as soon as practicable 
after the selections authorized by sec- 
tions 2 and 3 are made, said commis- 
sion shall report its action to the con- 
gress of the United States.” 

THE BOILER EXPLODED. 

Dwelling House in Washington Badly 
Wrecked — Butler Scalded. 

Washington, Jan. 6. — The explosion 
of a boiler connected with the heat- 
ing apparatus in the basement of the 
handsome five-story residence of Mr. 
Beale R. Howard, at 1410 16th street, 
Sunday morning seriously damaged 
the house and may result in loss of 
life. The shock of the explosion was 
felt throughout the immediate neigh- 
borhood and the house was so badly 
wrecked as to be unfit for occupancy. 
William Foegus, the colored butler, 
who was attending the fires under the 
boiler at the time of the explosion, 
was frightfully scalded and badly cut 
about the hands and face. His condi- 
tion is critical. A rough estimate of 
the damage places it at $10,000 or 
mere. 

LOST HER MIND. 

Princess Louise, Eccentric Daughter 

of King Leopold, Hopelessly Insane. 

Berlin. Jan. 6. — Princess Louise, the 
eccentric daughter of King Leopold, 
of Belgium, who was divorced from 
her husband, Prince Philip, of Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha, and who has been held 
practically a prisoner in retreat near 
Dresden for the last two years, has 
been pronounced hopelessly insane. 
Her daughter, Princess Dorothea, was 
married to Ernest Genthler, duke of 
Schleswig-Holstein, brother of the 
present empress of Germany, and her 
sister. Princess Stephanie, was the 
wife of the Archduke Rudolph, of Aus- 
tria, \?ho committed suicide. 

THE BOLL WEEVIL. 

Thousands of Bales of Cotton in Texas 
Destroyed By the Insects. 

Galveston. Tex., Jan. 6. — Taking the 
census figures of production as a ba- 
sis. it is estimated by the Galveston 
News from reports of 411 correspond- 
ents that the boll weevil destroyed cot- 
ton in Texas during the past season 
as follows: Southwest Texas, 100.- 

000 bales; East Texas, 7,500; Central 
Texas. 45,000; North Texas, none; 
coast district. 90,000; total. 242,500 
bales. In 1899 and 1900 Texas pro- 
duced 2,653,555 bales, according to the 
United States census, of whicli 1,558,- 
500, or over half, were grown in the 
counties now infested with weevil. 

British Losses in South Africa. 

London, Jan. 6. — The total reduction 
of Great Britain’s military forces in 
South Africa from the beginning of 
the war to December, including deaths 
from diseases, men reported missing, 
etc., amounts to 24,299 men. Of this 
number 19,430 were actually killed or 
died. A total of 64,330 men were in- 
valided home, the majority of whom 
recovered and rejoined their com 
mands. 

Lincoln Memorial Day. 

New York, Jan. 6. — The American 
Missionary association has issued an 
appeal to the Congregational churches 
of the country to observe Sunday, Feb- 
ruary 9, as a memorial of Abraham 
Lincoln, whose birthday is February 
12. Tne churches, especially their 
Sabbath schools and endeavor socie 
ties, are urged to emphasize Christian 
patriotism. 

One Man Killed and Two Injured. 

Bradford, Pa., Jan. 6. — The Pennsyl- 
vania Gas. Co.’s plant at Ludlow was 
wrecked Sunday night by an explo 
sion. A. B. Lesher, machinist, was 
caught in the wreck and burned to 
death. Engineer Lacy and Frank Goff 
were seriously burned.
